Reliant Regal 325 


Probably because there are several small, low-priced, 
four-wheeled cars now on the market, three-wheelers 
are not quite as popular as they used to be. But of these, 
the Reliant is the one most often seen on our roads. 
It has a two-door fibreglass body and Is very economical 
to run. 

Engine: 4-cylinder, 598 c.c. capacity, developing 24 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 135 inches. Seating: 
4. Average maximum speed: 62 miles per hour. 


Fiat 500 F ll 


Among Italy’s most popular small cars, the Fiat 500 
is a two-door saloon with fabric roof. It has a short, 
blunt bonnet and no front air intake, the engine being 
fitted at the back. This little car is also very economical 
on fuel. 

Engine: 2-cylinder, 499.5 c.c. capacity, developing 22 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 117 inches. Seating: 
4. Average maximum speed: 63 miles per hour. 


Honda N600 


Better known for its motor cycles, the Japanese Honda 
company has recently also entered the light car market. 
There are various models but the N600 is likely to be 
seen more and more on European roads. It has a front- 
mounted, overhead-camshaft engine which drives the 
car’s front wheels through a four-speed, all-synchromesh 
gearbox.

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Daf ‘ lof 


The only car made in Holland, the little Daf is unique 
in having belt-drive automatic transmission with two- 
pedal control. Its air-cooled engine gives a useful per- 
formance for its size and the car can cruise at its maxi- 
mum speed. It has a two-door saloon body. 

Engine: 2-cylinder, 746 c.c. capacity, developing 33 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 1424 inches. Seating: 
4. Average maximum speed: 65 miles per hour. 


Daihatsu 800 


Built in Osaka, this car is another of the small Japan- 
ese models that are beginning to come onto the British 
market. Being imported from a distant country, its price 
is rather high for its size and it has to compete with 
more powerful British models like the Vauxhall Viva. 
Engine: 4-cylinder, 797 c.c. capacity, developing 41 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 1494 inches. Seating: 
4. Average maximum speed: 69 miles per hour. 


Austin Mini Bee 
A little car with a good turn of speed and excellent 
room for four passengers, the Mini has been with us for 
a good many years. The front-mounted engine faces 
left to right instead of from front to rear. The front 
wheels drive the car, the gearbox being included in the 
oil sump. Miuni-Coopers with more powerful engines 
are also made. 
Engine: 4-cylinder, 848 c.c. capacity, developing 34 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 120 inches. Seating: 
4. Average maximum speed: 74 miles per hour. 
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Hillman Imp 


The Hillman Imp provides enjoyable and economical 
small car motoring. It has a rear-mounted engine driving 
the rear wheels and independent suspension all round. 
The same body styling is used for the Singer Chamois 
car, while there are Imp Californian and Sunbeam 
Stiletto models with fastback body styling. 

Engine: 4-cylinder, 875 c.c. capacity, developing 39 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 139 inches. Seating: 
4. Average maximum speed: 80 miles per hour.

Simca 1000 SIMCA 


A lively and popular small car from France, the 
Simca 1000 has independent suspension at all four 
wheels. The rear-mounted engine 1s sloped to one side 
to make room for the radiator which is mounted next 
to it. Luggage is carried under the bonnet at the front. 
Engine: 4-cylinder, 944 c.c. capacity, developing 52 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 1494 inches. Seating: 
4. Average maximum speed: 80 miles per hour. 


Ford Escort 1100 


Replacing the long-running Anglia from early 1968, 
the Escort in its simplest 1100 form is the cheapest 
British Ford model, but a special 1558 c.c. Twin-Cam, 
high-performance version costs over a thousand pounds. 
Other variants in the eight-model range include 1100 
and 1300 two-door saloons, estate cars and a 1300 GT, 


Engine : 4-cylinder, 1098 c.c. capacity, developing 49.5 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 160 inches. Seating: 
4. Average maximum speed: 80 miles per hour. 
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Morris Minor 1000 —— 


This is a good-quality small car that has been with us 
since the late 1940’s and it can be seen everywhere on 
our roads. Its compact dimensions make it suitable for 
town driving, while its exceptional road-holding is a 
feature of its open-road performance. Several versions 
are available, all equally economical to run. 

Engine: 4-cylinder, 1098 c.c. capacity, developing :48 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 148 inches. Seating: 
4. Average maximum speed: 77 miles per hour. 


Morris 1100 Ss 


The Morris 1100 has a sideways-mounted engine and 
front wheel drive like the Minis. It is very roomy for its 
compact size. Hydrolastic, fluid suspension is used and 
disc brakes are fitted to the front wheels. There are 
Austin, Riley, Wolseley and M.G. versions of this car. 
Mere powerful 1300 models are also being made. 
Engine: 4-cylinder, 1098 c.c. capacity, developing 48 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 147 inches. Seating: 
4. Average maximum speed: 76 miles per hour. 


Triumph Herald 1200 WE trerald 


One of the more interesting of the smaller British cars, 
the Triumph Herald has independent suspension at all 
four wheels. It has an unusually small turning circle and 
is therefore very manoeuvrable. The body is built up 
of panels, bolted together. A 13/60 model with more 
power and different front-end styling is also made. 
Engine: 4-cylinder, 1147 c.c. capacity, developing 39 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 153 inches. Seating: 
4. Average maximum speed: 77 miles per hour. 
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Vauxhall Viva 


Vivas are made in five different models, ranging from 
the standard model (shown), with de luxe and super 
luxury versions, to a more powerful pair of de luxe and 
super luxury cars. They are all two-door saloons with 
plenty of room for passengers and luggage, and a good 
turn of speed. 

Engine: 4-cylinder, 1159 c.c. capacity, developing 56 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 1614 inches. Seating: 
4. Average maximum speed: 85 miles per hour. 


Ford Cortina 


Said to be the best-selling car ever built by Fords at 
Dagenham, the Cortina is of perfectly orthodox design 
and powered by an overhead-valve engine. It performs 
well and has a particularly roomy boot. Several engine 
and model variations are offered to give higher perfor- 
mance and a greater degree of comfort. 

Engine: 4-cylinder, 1297 c.c. capacity, developing 58 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 1684 inches. Seating: 
4. Average maximum speed: 82 miles per hour. 


Austin-Healey Sprite 


This is a small sports car that is great fun to drive. 
It is extremely handy in traffic and will cruise at eighty 
miles an hour on the open road. (Unfortunately this 
speed is only for overseas use while the 70 m.p.h. limit 
applies in Britain). Apart from detail differences it 1s 
very similar to the MG Midget. 


Engine: 4-cylinder, 1275 c.c. capacity, developing 65 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 1374 inches. Seating: 
2. Average maximum speed: 95 miles per hour. 
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Volkswagen 1300 ® 


This car, although made in Germany, can be seen 
frequently on roads in Britain and many other countries. 
It 1s quickly recognised by its shape which has remained 
unchanged for many years. The engine is mounted at 
the rear. 1200 and 1500 models using the same body 
are also available. 

Engine: 4-cylinder, 1285 c.c. capacity, developing 50 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 160 inches. Seating: 
4. Average maximum speed: 75 miles per hour. 


Triumph 1300 STANDARD A [IM TRIUMPH | 


The Triumph 1300 is a car of very good quality. It has 
a front-mounted engine which drives the front wheels 
through a four-speed, all-synchromesh gearbox. The 
interior is well equipped and the front seats can be 
adjusted in every direction—except sideways. There is 
a TC (twin-carburettor) version also being made. 
Engine: 4-cylinder, 1296 c.c. capacity, developing 61 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 155 inches. Seating: 
4. Average maximum speed: 85 miles per hour. 


Renault 16 e 


Built on the station wagon principle, the Renault 16 
has a rear panel which folds downward to form a flat 
platform. Rear seats can be used as seats, folded flat or 
removed altogether to allow goods, equipment or 
luggage to be carried in the body. A front-mounted 
engine drives the front wheels. 


Engine: 4-cylinder, 1470 c.c. capacity, developing 62 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 1664 inches. Seating: 
5. Average maximum speed: 85 miles per hour. 
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Simca 1501 SIMCA 


Unlike the smaller 1000 model, the French Simca 1501 
has a conventional front-mounted engine and a luggage 
boot at the rear. It is fitted with disc brakes and inde- 
pendent suspension at all wheels. The four-door body 
has the modern square look. A less powerful 1301 
model is also offered. 


Engine: 4-cylinder, 1475 c.c. capacity, developing 81 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 1754 inches. Seating: 
4/5. Average maximum speed: 93 miles per hour. 


Hillman Minx 


The latest Hillman Minx ts an attractive family saloon 
from the Rootes Group. It is modern in every way and 
combines comfortable riding for driver and passengers 
with a brisk cruising speed. Similar in general shape but 
with various refinements and more powerful engines are 
the Hillman Hunter and Humber Sceptre models. 


Engine: 4-cylinder, 1496 c.c. capacity, developing 60 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 168 inches. Seating: 
4. Average maximum speed: 80 miles per hour. 


Singer Gazelle 


Similar body styling to the Hillman models marks 
this car as another member of the Rootes Group family. 
It costs about sixty-five pounds more than the Minx and 
provides a little extra luxury for the money. More 
expensive, with still more comfort and larger engine, 
but same body shape, is the Singer Vogue.

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Saab 96 - V4 ~eo- 


This is Sweden’s smaller family car that has made a 
name for itself in many international rallies, including 
the Monte Carlo Rally. Latest models are powered by a 
V4 engine which most buyers now prefer, but the famous 
three-cylinder, two-stroke engines are still available for 
those who would rather have the smaller units.

From a famous Italian factory comes the Alfa Romeo 
Giulia Super, a four-door saloon sports car of unexcep- 
tional appearance but capable of sustained high cruising 
speeds. The engine has twin overhead camshafts and 
the gearbox has five speeds with synchromesh on all. 
Independent suspension is fitted at all four wheels. 
Engine: 4-cylinder, 1570 c.c. capacity, developing 98 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 163 inches. Seating: 
4. Average maximum speed: 110 miles per hour.

Porsche cars are better-known in Germany, where 
they are built, than in Britain but they are certainly to 
be seen on British roads. They have the engine mounted 
at the rear, driving the rear wheels. The 912 model has 
a ‘flat four’ engine and the 911 has a ‘six’. Both have 
fastback bodies. 

Engine: 4-cylinder, 1582 c.c. capacity, developing 102 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 164 inches. Seating: 
2/4. Average maximum speed. 110 miles per hour. 
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Volkswagen 1600TL ® 


This Volkswagen model with its more conventional 
shape and fastback rear styling looks very different from 
the more common ‘Beetle’, as the normal model is 
often known. The engine is still mounted at the rear 
but it has a larger capacity and gives a better perfor- 
mance. Automatic transmission is available on this 
model.

Vauxhall Victor (SRP 


The Vauxhall Victor is in the popular group of British 
cars of medium size and engine capacity, which are 
used a great deal for family motoring and for travelling 
on business. The 1968 Victor has modern styling and is 
available in a more powerful and more comfortable 
2000 version.

Peugeot 404 


From France comes the Peugeot 404, a family saloon 
that is tough and reliable. Styled by Pininfarina of Italy, 
it has an outward appearance similar in some respects 
to that of the Austin A60 which was styled by the same 
man. The front-mounted engine is tilted at an angle to 
maintain the low bonnet line.

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Austin A60 Cambridge i) 


The Austin Cambridge must be one of the best known 
British family saloons. It provides a good standard of 
comfort to suit people who use a car for their work or 
for pleasure motoring. Its styling, like that of the similar 
Morris Oxford, 1s becoming a little dated compared 
with other makes of cars in the same category.

Ford Corsair V4 


Early Corsair models had a straight four-cylinder 
engine but a V4 unit was introduced in 1965. This is 
British Ford’s medium-sized model which combines a 
good turn of speed with comfortable accommodation 
for the passengers. The Corsair is produced in four 
versions: de luxe (shown), 2000 de luxe, 2000E (Execu- 
tive) and 2000 Estate. 


Engine: V4-cylinder, 1663 c.c. capacity, developing 81.5 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 1743 inches. Seating: 
5. Average maximum speed: 88 miles per hour. 


Sunbeam Rapier Nene’ 


The Sunbeam Rapier has entirely different styling 
from all the other models in the re-designed Rootes 
Group range. It has the fastback body which is gaining 
increasing popularity among sporting cars of many 
makes. Normally provided with a four-speed all- 
synchromesh gearbox, it is also available with auto- 
matic transmission.

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BMW 1800 


One of several similarly styled models made by the 
company in Munich, Germany, the BMW 1800 is a 
smart four-door saloon car with body-styling by the 
Italian designer, Michelotti. Its lively engine is sloped 
sidways to give more room and independent suspension 
is fitted at all four wheels.

Volvo 131 Yor 


This is the lowest priced model from the Volvo 
Company of Sweden and, some may think, slightly old- 
fashioned in appearance. It is, however, very comfort- 
able inside with seats that can be adjusted to suit the 
curve of driver’s and passengers’ backs. Many British 
components are used in the manufacture of this car. 
Engine: 4-cylinder, 1778 c.c. capacity, developing 75 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 175} inches. Seating:

MG MGB CB 


MG is a famous name among sports cars, this open 
version being the MGB two-seater. It is sleek and fast 
and has disc brakes on the front wheels. There is also a 
GT Coupé model with handsome, enclosed bodywork. 
An MGC version with 2.9 litre, six-cylinder engine was 
added to the range in 1967.

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Austin 1800 


This is virtually an enlarged version of the B.M. C. 

It has a transverse or sideways- 
mounted engine which takes up little space and allows 
a very roomy passenger compartment to be used. Like 
the smaller models, it also has front wheel drive and 
hydrolastic suspension. Morris and Wolseley 1800s are 
produced. 

Engine: 4-cylinder, 1798 c.c. capacity, developing 85 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 164 inches. Seating: 
5. Average maximum speed: 90 miles per hour. 


Lancia Flavia Saloon 


An Italian family car of high quality, the Lancia Flavia 
has a roomy interior and large luggage boot. It has four 
doors with red warning lamps in the edges which light 
up when the doors are opened. The Flavia is powered 
by a ‘flat four’ horizontally-opposed engine and has 
front wheel drive. 


Engine: 4-cylinder, 1800 c.c. capacity, developing 92 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 184 inches. Seating: 
6. Average maximum speed: 102 miles per hour. 


Rover 2000 


Pronounced ‘Car of the Year’ when introduced in 
1963, this car has been in great demand ever since. 
Body panels are separately bolted on to a skeleton 
frame. It has numerous safety features and road- 
holding is exceptional. Automatic and TC variants are 
offered as well as a V8, 3500 version. 

Engine: 4-cylinder, 1978 c.c. capacity, developing 90 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 1784 inches. Seating: 
4. Average maximum speed: 104 miles per hour. 
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Triumph Vitesse STANDARD A [IM TRIUMPH | 


The Triumph Vitesse was introduced in 1962 to pro- 
vide a compact, high-performance family car. It has 
virtually the Herald body, with frontal styling which 
incorporates four headlamps. It is one of the smallest 
family cars to have a six-cylinder engine. A two-door 
saloon and convertible are available. 

Engine: 6-cylinder, 1998 c.c. capacity, developing 95 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 153 inches. Seating: 
4. Average maximum speed: 100 miles per hour. 


Triumph 2000 stanDaRD [IA TRIUMEH | 


Of more stylish appearance than the Vitesse, the 
Triumph 2000 was designed by the Italian designer, 
Michelotti. It 1s a four-door saloon and the largest in 
the Triumph range. It has independent suspension all 
round and optional overdrive or an automatic trans- 
mission. An estate car version 1s also made. 

Engine: 6-cylinder, 1998 c.c. capacity, developing 90 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 174 inches. Seating: 
5. Average maximum speed: 95 miles per hour. 
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Citroen DS 21 Pallas oy 


This is one of Citroen’s latest models. It can be 
recognised from earlier cars by the arrangement of the 
headlamps. These headlamps are unusual tn that the 
inner lamps turn in the direction the car is going when 
cornering. They see round corners! Like all Citroens, 
it has adjustable suspension. 

Engine: 4-cylinder, 2175 c.c. capacity, developing 109 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 190 inches. Seating: 
5/6. Average maximum speed: 112 miles per hour. 
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Fiat 2300 iil 


Typical of Italian styling is the Fiat 2300. This is a 
four-door saloon with plenty of room for passengers and 
luggage, and excellent all-round vision. It has a lively 
performance with cruising speeds of around 90 miles 
an hour. A faster, 2300S coupé version of this car is 
available. 


Engine: 6-cylinder, 2279 c.c. capacity, developing 102 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 179 inches. Seating: 
4. Average maximum speed: 100 miles per hour. 


Volga es 


A car not likely to be seen very often on British roads 
but interesting as an example from the Russian motor 
industry. It is a heavily-built vehicle which has to stand 
up to some poor roads in its own country. Volgas are 
also assembled in Belgium, some fitted with a Rover 
diesel engine. 

Engine: 4-cylinder, 2445 c.c. capacity, developing 80 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 187 inches. Seating: 
5. Average maximum speed: 78 miles per hour. 


Jaguar 240 — 


The shape of this car is very well known as the old 
Mark II Jaguar 2.4 and 3.4 models. The 2.4 engine has 
been modified, given extra power and renamed the 240. 
The inside of the car is the same—and very comfortable 
too. Automatic transmission is available. 


Engine: 6-cylinder, 2483 c.c. capacity, developing 133 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 1803 inches. Seating: 
5. Average maximum speed: 110 miles per hour. 
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Ford Zephyr 6 


The Zephyr 6, with its more luxurious ‘sisters’, the 
Zodiac and the Executive, is the largest in the British 
Ford car range. It is a very roomy and comfortable 
family or business saloon with a great amount of space 
in the boot. There is also a Zephyr 4 model which bears 
a close family resemblance to the Zephyr 6. 


Engine: V6-cylinder, 2495 c.c. capacity, developing 112 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 185 inches. Seating: 
5/6. Average maximum speed: 97 miles per hour. 


RELIANT 


Reliant Scimitar ( 


Most unlike the Regal three-wheeler, made by the 
same company in Tamworth, the Scimitar is a stylish 
two-door saloon with a fine turn of speed. The body is 
made of fibreglass on a steel chassis and the car is 
powered by a Ford engine similar to that used in the 
Zephyr 6 range. There ts also a three-litre model. 


Engine: V6-cylinder, 2495 c.c. capacity, developing 119 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 168 inches. Seating: 
2/4. Average maximum speed: 110 miles per hour. 


Mercedes-Benz 250SL A) 


This 1s a very popular German sports car, numbers of 
which are imported into Britain. It has a fuel-injection 
engine, which means thax the fuel is injected into the 
cylinders instead of being drawn in by suction as with 
most engines. This method gives more efficient burning 
of the fuel. A coupé is also available. 


Engine: 6-cylinder, 2496 c.c. capacity, developing 170 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 1683 inches. Seating: 
2. Average maximum speed: 125 miles per hour. 
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Mercedes-Benz 250SE a 


A convertible version of the Mercedes-Benz 250SE is 
shown here but you may see more saloons on the road. 
Although this model uses the same engine as the 250SL, 
the body styling is entirely different. It is a fine-looking 
car that will cruise at 100 miles an hour without difficulty. 


Engine: 6-cylinder, 2496 c.c. capacity, developing 170 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 193 inches. Seating: 
5. Average maximum speed: 118 miles per hour. 


Triumph TR.5 LSTANDARDA | TRIUMPH | 


Although not of large dimensions, Triumph TR cars 
have always been some of the most popular sporting 
models made in Britain. The latest, the TR.5, is of 
similar shape to the well-known TR.4 but has been 
given a more powerful, fuel-injection engine. It is one 
of the first British cars to use this type of unit. 


Engine: 6-cylinder, 2498 c.c. capacity, developing 150 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 153 inches. Seating: 
2/3. Average maximum speed: 120 miles per hour. 


Daimler V8 250 Qsimler) 


Daimler is under the same management as Jaguar so 
it is not surprising to see a likeness between this car and 
the Mark II Jaguar range. Its chief exterior difference is 
the ‘crinkly’ radiator grille surround which has always 
been a feature of Daimler design. Automatic trans- 
mission is fitted as normal equipment. 

Engine: V8-cylinder, 2548 c.c. capacity, developing 140 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 1803 inches. Seating: 
5. Average maximum speed: 110 miles per hour. 
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Austin 3-Litre 


The body of the Austin 3-Litre is basically an enlarged 
version of the 1800, but the engine is placed in the 
normal fore and aft position instead of sideways as in 
the smaller models, and it drives the rear wheels. B.M.C. 
hydrolastic suspension is used. This is the largest model 
made by Austins. 

Engine: 6-cylinder, 2912 c.c. capacity, developing 122 
brake horse-power. Overall length: 1854 inches. Seating:
